Cmdr. Lloyd M. Bucher, who 
earlier criticized the Navy for 
deferring his requests for arm ­ 
am ents, told a Navy Court of 
Inquiry he was not expecting 
the type of attack which oc­ 
curred. 
Bucher, testifying for the sec­ 
ond day, added, however, that 
the Pueblo had two interpreters 
on board “who had the task 
of monitoring the tactical cir­ 
cuits of the North Korean Navy 
to keep me apprised of anything 
they were planning to do to 
us.” 
He didn’t say if the interpre­ 
ters had picked up any informa­ 
tion about the impending attack,

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Trees Downed 
By High Winds 


High winds uprooted trees in the Pomona area 
this morning, following a rainstorm that brought 
the rainfall total since Saturday to more than four 
inches. 
Rain will continue to fall, occasionally in heavy 
downpors through tonight, adding more w ater to an 
already soggy situation. 
Four homes were flooded at Mt. Baldy, two of 
them seriously, as w ater churned down the canyon, 
crossing the road and partially washing out bridges. 
Only residents were allowed in or out of the can­ 
yon this morning. 
The current storm, which started Saturday, nad 
brought 4.29 inches of rainfall to Pomona, including 
2.58 inches in the 24 hours ending at 8 a.m. 
The storm , the biggest of the year, caused some 
flooding of streets, with San Antonio Avenue in the 
Upland-Ontario area running curb to curb, but there 
was no flooding of houses. 
A number of small outages occurred to electric 
service when trees fell across power lines, toppled 
by soft ground and high winds, but there were no 
major outages, the Edison Company reports. 
In Pomona, there were about 10 trees down, in­ 
cluding the Guadalupe cypress on the old Post Of­ 
fice grounds at 4th and Thonfas Streets, planted 
more than 60 years ago. 
Four old pepper trees fell on the Euclid Avenue 
parkway in Ontario, with eight other trees down in 
various sections of the city. City crews worked to 
clear a* ay tree debris throughout 
the valley. 
The Mt. Baldy Road 
from the Village north is 
closed because of slides. Sections of pavement are 
washed out near Buckhom, Ice House and Snow 
Crest lodges.

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - The 
Coast Guard today suspended a 
sea search for more bodies and 
debris from a United Air Lines 
Boeing 727 jetliner which crash­ 
ed into the Pacific Saturday 
night, 
killing all 
38 persons 
aboard. 
A spokesman said helicopters 
would fly along the coastline 
today to see if any wreckage 
had been washed ashore but 
that the surface search had 
ended. 
Only one body and pieces of 
five others were recovered from 
the stormy ocean nine miles 
west of the end of the Inter­ 
national Airport runway where 
the trijet took off minutes be­ 
fore it crashed. 
Residents of the beach com- 


gators from the National Trans­ 
portation Safety Board they saw 
a trail of fire in the night sky 
that disappeared in the ocean 
about the time the plane crash­ 
ed. 
“ We have found seven to nine 
witnesses who claim they saw 
this,” a NTSB spokesman said.

Tonight let’s talk about women’s bodies. 
Hearing no general cry of protest, seeing 
no one rushing for the door, 1 will proceed 
to discuss, with proper delicacy, of course, 
all the goodies upon which women perch 
their heads, if any. 
What brings this juicy topic to my type­ 
writer was a recent statement by dancer- 
art ist Marc Scott: 
“ A woman’s body says more than her 
face. It is too easy for a woman to say what 
she wants with her face.

A veteran of 15 years on Broadway, Scott 
is playing and understudying the fiddler in

WHO CAR ES, R IGHT? Let’s get down to 
the—er, meat of the discussion. Do women’s 
bodies actually reveal more than their faces, 
or, corollarywise, do women reveal more of 
their bodies than their faces? With high- 
thighs, sub-gluteal microskirts and see-through 
blouses, girls today leave little to the imagin­ 
ation, often to their sorrow. 
Scott’s thesis, as I understand it, is that 
a dollybird gets her message across by the 
way she walks, what wiggles and w h a t 
doesn’t, how (and possibly where) she sits, 
and like that.

—uh, other appurtenances are sending out a 
signal loud and clear.

To his statement that a chick “ reveals 
her true self’’ by her body, I take vigorous 
and authoritative exception. I have been 
slapped oftener and harder by that “ true

you would believe. When I was 
coming of age in Samoa, I learned that most 
women do not know the significance of the 
flags they 
are flying, or they don’t care, 
or they mix them up just to be devilish— 
or they didn’t mean you in the first place.

enchanting, and usually as confused as the 
poor guy trying to read their signals.

What Makes 
an Interesting 
Newspaper? 


Tonight let's talk about women's bodies. 
Hearing no general cry of protest, seeing 
no one rushing for the door, 1 will proceed 
to discuss, with proper delicacy, of course, 
all the goodies upon which women perch 
their heads, if any. 
What brings this juicy topic to my type­ 
writer was a recent statement by dancer- 
art ist Marc Scott: 
“ A woman's body says more than her 
face. It is too easy for a woman to say what 
she wants with her face. Her body reveals 
her true self.” 
A veteran of 15 years on Broadway, Scott 
is playing and understudying the fiddler in 
“On the Roof,” and he is also having a one- 
man show of his paintings and collages. 


WHO CARES. RIGHT? Let's get down to 
the—er, meat of the discussion. Do women’s 
bodies actually reveal more than their laces, 
or, corollary wise, do women reveal more of 
their bodies than their faces? With high- 
thighs, sub-gluteal microskirts and see-through 
blouses, girls today leave little to the imagin­ 
ation, often to their sorrow. 
Scott's thesis, as I understand it, is that 
a dollybird gets her message across by the 
way she walks, what wiggles and wh a t 
doesn’t, how (and possibly where) she sits, 
and like that. The female of the species can 
stare impassively, while her arms, legs, and 
—uh, other appurtenances are sending out a 
Signal loud and clear. I'll bye that. 
On the other hand, or face, I have never 


seen a woman who couldn’t say the same 
thing (whatever it might be) with her face, i 
From the time when she is a little round- 
faced, freckle-nosnd monster with braces on 
her teeth and wrinkles her nose and sticks 
out her tongue at you, to some years later, 
long-stemmed and stacked, when she simply 
lowers her lids and curls a provocative smile, 
women speak volumes with their faces. 


SO I THINK I cannot go all the way 
with the great Scott. It has been my (limit­ 
ed) experience, that women speak articulate­ 
ly with BOTH body and face, and I would 
hesitate to say which spoke louder. All I 
know is which I watch more. 


To his statement that a chick “ reveals 
her true self” by her body, I take vigorous 
and authoritative exception. I have been 
slapped oftener and harder by that “ true 
self” than you would believe. When I was 
coming of age in Samoa, I learned that most 
women do not know the significance of the 
flags they are flying, or they don’t care, 
or they mix them up just to be devilish— 
or they didn’t mean you in the first place. 


From power-packed little beauties in lace 
and dimity to svelte odalisques in smoky 
cabarets, women are enigmatic, disturbing, 
enchanting, and usually as confused as the 
poor guy trying to read their signals. 
“ It’s a question of mind over matter,” 
a girl once told me. “ I don’t nund, and you 
don’t matter.”

your younger 
children appear easier to get 
along with may be because 
they arrived when you had 
more experience at being a 
mother and when someone else 
was there first, your daugh­ 
ter. 
All the things you mention, 
hair pulling, nail biting, thumb 
sucking, occur when a child 
feels tense and needs some 
release from that feeling. 


Punishments, scolding and 
restraints are of no value and 
are probably harmful. 
By getting so upset and act­ 
ing as if your daughter did 
something horrible, you are 
increasing the very feelings 
that made her commit the 
act in the first place. 
First of all, you ought to 
stop feeling g u i l t y . Your 
daughter has to learn to share 
with her brothers. You would 
actually be doing her harm 
by ignoring them and paying 
too much attention to her. 
There is no such thing as 
a perfect mother or wife, so 
don’t 
try. 
Instead, 
compro­ 
mise. Try to substitute some­ 
thing fuzzy like a teddy bear 
or a soft blanket to pick on. 
While you may not find this a 
desirable habit, it will most 
likely be less upsetting to you 
than her bald spots. 
When your daughter bites 
her nails or pulls her hair, be 
calm about it. Try to appeal 
to her vanity as a female. 
You might say: “ If you want 
to have nice hands and shiny 
nice hair, you will have to 
stop biting and pulling." 
Buy her a nail kit and let 
her clean and buff her own 
nails. A new brush and some 
pretty ribbons might do more 
for her hair than all your rep­ 
rimands.

Send your list to the bride’s mother so she can send out 
wedding invitations to your friends and relatives.

Park I ssue Stalls— Mission: I mpossible 


The Pomona City Council has 
decided it’s too risky to submit a 
park bond issue to the voters in 
Aprii and thinks the chances for 
passage are better in October. 


The politics of the municipal 
election, competing fund drives 
and 
omens 
of 
defeat 
were 
among the reasons councilmen 
considered 
in 
their 
decis­ 
ion Monday. 


The council voted to set a spe­ 
cial election tentatively for Oct. 
14 so that the park issue can 
appear alone. This could cost the 
city about $8,000. 
The bond election is being held 
to implement a master parks 
and recreation plan that in­ 
cludes a municipal stadium. A 
two-thirds affirmative vote is re­ 
quired for passage. 
The council listened to mem­ 
bers of the parks and recreation 
commission 
and 
citizens 
ad­ 


visory committee before decid­ 
ing against the consolidation of 
the two elections. 
In earlier meetings, the coun­ 
cil had considered the consolida­ 
tion as an economy move, with 
Mayor Richard C. Brownell be­ 
ing the most vocal supporter. 
City Clerk Larry Thomas said 
it costs about $8,000 to hold a 
city election. 
But at the council’s Monday 
afternoon session, members of 
the commission and committee 
said there were other reasons 
for not holding the bond elec­ 
tion in April. 
“ The public is not in a mood 
to go into debt any further,” 
said Jim Riley, chairman of the 
executive committee of the citi­ 
zens’ advisory group formed to 
study the bond issue proposal. 
He said the committee had 
polled citizens, including real­ 
tors and civic leaders, and con­ 
cluded that the bond issue’s 


chances of passage are not 
good if the election were held 
in April. 
The parks and recreation com­ 
mission submitted its recom­ 
mendation to the council after 
meeting with members of the 
advisory committee on Thurs­ 
day.

Youth Bureau 


BASSETT — One of nine youth service bureaus 
approved by the California Delinquency Prevention 
Commission will be established in Bassett. 
The local project will receive a $25,000 state 
subsidy. The Bassett target area is located in an 
unincorporated area that has a large Mexican-Amer- 
ican and Negro population. Some 15 per cent of 
the residents are on welfare and another 25 to 
30 per cent have annual incomes below $6,000. 
The youth service bureaus are used to combined 
a variety of counseling, tutoring and other services 
for potentially delinquent young people outside the 
normal juvenile justice system. 
Basically, the program calls for a coordination 
of existing services rather than setting up new ones. 
The Bassett program will be financed from $100,- 
000 appropriated last year. The money will be avail­ 
able immediately. 


Government Program 
Aids 1,200 Youths 


CHINO — The Youth Training School here has 
served 1,200 youths under a federally financed com­ 
pensatory education program. 
The program was part of the California Youth 
Authority program for ail of its institutions and 
involved a total of 5,166 students, the first-year 
evaluation report showed. The estimated cost for 
the first year was $894,795. 
Financing was provided under the 1967 amend­ 
ment to Title I of the Elementary and Secondary 
Education Act. The amendment provided aid to 
delinquent children in institutions. 
Many of the students in the California Youth 
Authority were three to four grades behind their 
age level. The program is designed to help them 
catch up with their studies. 
Research has shown that those who are behind 
in their education because of deprived background 
frequently drop out of school and often wind up 
in the juvenile justice system.

Wind Topples 
Landmark Tree 


The big Guadalupe cypress 
tree that was a landmark at the 
northwest corner of the Pomona 
Post Office in the 400 block of 
S. Thomas Street toppled in the 
wind this morning. It damaged 
a car parked at the curb on the 
south side of 4th Street. 
The tree was believed to be 
the only one of Its kind In this 
area. It was brought to Pomona 
in the early 1900s by Tom Trot­ 
ter, who was city clerk at the 
time. 
At tne time the tree was plant­ 


ed, the Episcopal Church was 
located on the site. When the 
post office was built in 1931 
great care was taken to pres­ 
erve the tree. 
In recent years the tree suf­ 
fered from old age, and consid­ 
erable money was spent by the 
General Services Administration 
to preserve it. Some of the big 
limbs were bolstered by struts 
and decayed sections of the 
trunk were removed and re­ 
placed by cement.

Claremont Schools 
To Ask Tax Raise 


CLAREMONT 
— After 
two 
years spent trying to elude the 
moment of truth, the Claremont 
Board of Education will finally 
go to the voters late this spring 
with a tax rate raise election. 
The board set Feb. 24 as the 
meeting lime to declare form­ 
ally its intent to hold an election 
and to set the proposed tax 
rate. June 3 has tentativelv 
been selected as the date for 
the election. 
As a tax election rather than 
a bond election, only a simple 
majority rather than a two- 
thirds majority is required to 
pass the measure, explained 
Robert Stafford, president of 
the board. 
The election will attempt to 
raise the present general pur­ 
poses tax rate of $3.65 per $100 
assessed valuation, levied for 


the support of the Claremont 
Unified School District. Legally 
permitted overrides for various 
special purposes have raised 
the assessment by the school 
district to $4.95 per $1C0 assess­ 
ed valuation for 1968-69 
The 
levy for support of the junior 
college district is separate from 
this. 
Some parts of the district have 
not been reassessed for many 
years, but a new assessment 
will most probably not be made 
.for another year, reported Supt. 
John B. Brinegar. 
Board member Dr. Kenneth 
Bonilla speculated that if the 
county assessor could be per­ 
suaded to m a k e the reassess­ 
ment this year, it might bene­ 
fit the district enough that no 
new tax rate would be needed. 
The district had its lowest in­ 
crease in assessed valuation 


since depression years last sum­ 
mer, Brinegar had reported ear­ 
lier. 
The City of Claremont will 
hold a municipal bonds election 
Feb. 10. On April 15, three seats 
on the Claremont Board of Ed­ 
ucation will be up for election. 
Present candidates include in­ 
cumbents Mrs. Rena Smilkstein 
and Dr. Bonilla, and challengers 
Arthur Steffen, Jerald Ohman 
and Dr. Nicholas Polos. Mrs. 
Frances Drake will not run for 
re-election. Donald Des Combes 
has announced that he was too 
hasty in declaring himself a pos­ 
sible candidate. He has since 
discovered that the press on his 
time from his own business and 
from his duties as president of 
the Pomona Chamber of Com­ 
merce do not permit his candi­ 
dacy at this time, he said Mon­ 
day. 


L.V. Studies Park Plan, 
Rezoning; Defers Action 


LA VERNE — A controversial 
zoning request and a proposed 
change in development plans af 
a park for Little League base 
ball and Pop Warner football 
play filled the C i t y council 
chamber with interested citizens 
Monday night. 
The hearing on the requested 
change from multiple residen­ 
tial to C3 (commercial) zoning 
for four lots at the northwest 
corner of Bonita and White ave­ 
nues was continued until the 
next regular meeting of the 
council Feb. 3. 
Before the hearing was contin­ 
ued, however; s i x residents 
spoke against rezoning and one 
spoke in favor of the request. 
Most of th e protesers cited 
“ spot zoning” as objectionable 
and indicated they would favor 
a rezoning of White Avenue or 
Bonita Avenue or the entire area 
for commercial use. 
The hearing was continued as 
the representative of the prop­ 
erty owners seeking the rezon­ 
ing was absent due to a family 
emergency.

posed a layout of two baseball 
diamonds that would permit a 
Pop Warner football field in the 
same area during football sea­ 
son.

New P.C. Prexy 
Is a Good Choice 


Academic circles in this area are acclaim­ 
ing the long awaited announcement that Dr. 
David Alexander, president of a liberal arts 
college in Memphis, Tenn., will succeed Dr. 
E. Wilson Lyon as president of Pomona Col­ 
lege. 
Dr. Lyon will have completed 28 years 
in the office when he steps down about 
Sept. 1. 
Dr. Lyon made known his plans for re­ 
tirement about two veal's ago. Since then 
a national search for an educator and ad- 
ministrator of stature has been under way 
and the committee on selection is to be 
congratulated on the thoroughness of its job. 
Pomona College has long had a national 
reputation for its scholastic standing. Hence 
its president should have scholarly ways. 
Dr. Alexander does. He is a Rhodes Scholar 
and a member of Phi Beta Kappa. 
He is also a man of deep religious con­ 
victions, being an ordained minister of the 
Presbyterian Church. He is a man of letters, 
an administrator with vision and vitality 
and a thoughtful outlook on the mission of 
the independent liberal arts college. 
“ Education,” he says, “ is not some trea­ 
sure to be minded and then put away in 
vaults’ its luster dims and vanishes with 
neglect. It is a life-long process which 
equips and continues to equip us to work 
effectively as citizens of our nation.” 
As for coping with the stresses of ad­ 
ministration caused by the new generation 
of restless students, Dr. Alexander philoso­ 
phizes: “ Neither repression of the vitality 
of the younger by the older, nor witless 
anarchy and romantic adventurism by the 
young against their elders will avail in the 
effort to better the human condition.” 
Dr. Alexander will bring new strengths 
to Pomona College. At 36 he has a long 
career ahead of him in higher education. 
We can only hope that he will find fruition 
in the challenges of his professsion to bring 
Pomona College to greater heights in the 
academic world. 


Atlanta’s 
incredible 
con­ 
struction boom keeps going on 
and on. serving s t i 11 as a safe­ 
ty valve that has kept the city’s 
unemployment l e v e l s lower 
than most cities and generally 
minimized the strife that pla­ 
gues the others. 
Unique as a kind of “ head­ 
quarters city” for the w h o l e 
South, A t l a n t a nevertheless 
has been moving rapidly to­ 
ward the physical and social 
pattern 
of 
typical 
northern 
cities. 
Its black ghetto is enlarging 
as rural folk pour into the 
magnet center with its promise 
of better work. Its quotient of 
militants has grown, and it has 
had its modest share of riot 
troubles. 
Yet the substantial proportion 
of moderate blacks, raised in a 
setting where their own edu­ 
cational 
institions 
and 
eco­ 
nomic 
enterprises 
are 
much 
more a fact of life than in most 
cities, have sought steadily to 
achieve their goals short of mil­ 
itancy and violence. 
They have been aided up to 
now by an uncommon political 
condition that allowed them, in 
coalition with Atlanta’s more 
moderate North Side whites, to 
elect 
relatively 
progressive 
mayors who have shown consis­ 
tent concern for their problems.

But that coalition, supported 
in action by a “ downtown lead­ 
ership” acutely anxious to main­ 
tain Atlanta’s image as a for­ 
ward - looking, expanding city 
congenial to new economic de­ 
velopment, is this year in dif­ 
ficulty on two counts. 
Aging Mayor Ivan Allen Jr., 
widely hearalded as a progres­ 
sive who has labored doggedly 
to solve his city’s racial and 
other problems in a temperate 
atmosphere has decided not to 
run for a third four - year term. 
At the same time, the black 
community, increasingly aware 
of its political power and ines­ 
capably urged on by the young 
militants, talks this year of run­ 
ning a black leader for mayor. 
Outstanding prospects are State 
Sen. Leroy Johnson, first Negro 
in the Georgia Legislature, and 
Vernon Jorday, respected di­ 
rector of the Voted Education 
Project which played a big role 
in the greatly increased black 
registration in recent elections. 


In 1956, a young girl in California nearly 
died after receiving an injection of tetanus 
antitoxin to which she was allergic. Her 
father, Dr. Marion Collins, made a bracelet 
carrying the warning of her allergy for her 
to wear at all times. 
This was the first Medic Alert bracelet 
and the beginning of an organization which 
has made more secure the lives of tens 
of thousands of persons with special medi­ 
cal problems who might receive no treat­ 
ment or the wrong treatment during epi­ 
sodes of shock, delirium, unconsciousness 
or coma when they are unable to communi­ 
cate with those trying to help them. 
Today, the organization — its full name 
is Medic Alert Eoundation International— 
has more than 200,000 members in Ameri­ 
ca, with some 2,000 joining monthly. There 
are another 100.000 members in affiliates 
around the world. 
Yet the American Medical Association es­ 
timates that there are over 40 million peo­ 
ple in America alone who suffer from some 
special or “hidden” medical problems, such 
as epilepsy’, heart condition, allergy to peni­ 
cillin, who are taking anticoagulant drugs 
or wearing contact lenses. 
Medic Alert is nonprofit. For a basic fee 
of $7, a member receives a bracelet or neck­ 
lace in stainless steel and one medical prob­ 
lem engraving. Each emblem is registered 
and the serial number is engraved on the 
reverse side, as is the telephone number 
of the foundation’s central file at its head­ 
quarters in Turlock. 
The central file accepts, on a 24-hour 
basis, collect calls from physicians, hospi­ 
tals, law enforcement officers and other au­ 
thorized persons and relays additional in­ 
formation from the individual’s file. 
A new service which Medic Alert recent­ 
ly announced is the first worldwide human 
transplant information pool. 


It is considered certain that 
a serious bid for either man 
would b r i n g him most of the 
city’s black voter support but 
not enough w h i t e backing to 
elect him.

Government Loses Momentum 
During Change of Administration 


As one administration comes 
to an end and another takes of­ 
fice for four years, the govern­ 
ment doesn’t exactly stand still, 
but it loses a lot of momentum. 
Appointed officials are getting 
ready to leave their jobs, their 
tasks often unfinished, and a 
great many day-to-day decisions 
are 
bypassed 
pending 
word 
from the newcomers as to what 
policies are to be applied. 
It is difficult to estimate the 
loss of time involved in a change 
of government — the inevitable 
delays and the perplexity of ca­ 
reer officials, who try to avoid 
making positive answers to the 
public until the desires of the 
new administration are formu­ 
lated. 
There are, of course, many 
phases of governmental opera­ 
tion which are covered by spe­ 
cific provisions of law, 
and 
these can be carried on without 
much difficulty. But the big de­ 
partments of government have 
not been functioning normally 
for several weeks due to the 
transfer of the Presidency on 
Monday and the ensuing change 
of the top men in departments 
and executive agencies. 


Many constructive things have 
happened during the transition 
p e r i o d , as outgoing officials 
have spent 
much 
time with 
some of the individuals desig­ 
nated for high offices in the 
new administration. But even 


the men who have been select­ 
ed for the cabinet can hardly 
do m u c h more than listen 
while the incumbent officials ex­ 
plain the duties of their respec­ 
tive offices. The important de­ 
cisions will come only when the 
new President has met with his 
cabinet, and major policies have 
been discussed and adopted. 
Probably the most complex of 
all activities is the handling of 
governmental expenditures and 
the making of plans for further 
appropriations. The word “ bud­ 
get” is heard frequently, but in 
reality there is no accepted def­ 
inition of it. Each administra­ 
tion construes the law in its own 
way and issues its own regula­ 
tions, but authority is not sharp­ 
ly outlined. 
Many of the appropriations 
are designed to cover more than 
a single year, and sometimes 
not all of the funds intended for 
a 12-month period are expended. 
Also, pressures begin to be ap­ 
plied by members of Congress 
to see that money is spent in 
their respective areas. This pre­ 
sents a problem for every ad­ 
ministration — how to maintain 
friendly relations with the mem­ 
bers of the Senate and House 
and yet apportion public funds 
equitably among the different 
states of the union. 


of state has what are known as 
“ career officers” who continue 
to serve irrespective of the po­ 
litical party which happens to 
come into power. 
Most civil service employees 
in all departments remain in 
their jobs. 
But changes are 
made in the upper echelon of 
supervisory officials. These are 
the persons who have to inter­ 
pret policy and pass the word 
down the line. 
The Defense Department also 
is able to maintain a certain 
continuity 
because 
appropria­ 
tions, as a rule, cover more 
than one year, and projects that 
are started cannot be abandon­ 
ed without a heavy financial 
loss. 
It is important that defense 
matters and international poli­ 
cies should be free from politi­ 
cal manipulation, and in the 
main there are not many ill ef­ 
fects from the transfer of pow­ 
er from one administration to 
another. 


If you tilted the map of the 
United S t a t e s very sharply, 
Frank Lloyd Wright once wrote, 
Los Angeles is the spot where 
everything would spill out. 
Wright no doubt was referring 
to the urban sprawl, the con­ 
gested freeways and the rococo 
architecture, built not to stand 
but to stun. Los Angeles has 
much in common with the fad­ 
ed film stars who live here with 
their memories. By night, they 
still can put on grand airs and 
a bit of glitter. By day, you see 
not only what time’s fell hand 
hath defaced: you see that the 
glamor was five parts illusion. 
“ The “ looseness” of Los An­ 
geles strikes many Eastern visi­ 
tors as largely moral. It’s a city 
of sudden ecstasies and fever­ 
ed change. All pendulums swing 
wildly. The very young who like 
to look grubby and hairy seem 
much grubbier and hairier out 
here. Strange cuits spring up in 
the hills, sometimes attracting 
the lost and the confused whose 
real need is for roots, for be­ 
longing. 


museums, its farout Bohemians 
and little theater groups, there 
is something ineradicably folksy 
and homespun in California. The 
Los Angeles City Council (which 
meets every day) 
has been 
known to table all business 
while a member rises to say, 
“ I would like to present my 
sister Mildred who’s visiting our 
fair city from Oklahoma and 
my niece, Olga, and my neph­ 
ew . . .” Nobody finds this 
church-supper sort of jollity out 
of place. In a metropolis so vast 
that one dials long distance for 
some intracity calls, the con­ 
ventions of small-town Ameri­ 
ca are a positive comfort.

The underground papers, hawk­ 
ed by small boys and miniskirt­ 
ed girls with lemur eyes, recall 
the worst days of Rome and 
Babylon. 


Matters of Foreign policy are 
usually more efficiently handled 
during a transition than are do­ 
mestic affairs. The department 


Board discretionary authority 
is vested in many departments 
of government. While Congress 
furnishes the money, it doesn’t 
always specify in detail just 
how it should be used. Transi­ 
tions from one administration to 
another would be less painful if 
the laws of the land, and par­ 
ticularly appropriation a c t s , 
were more clearly and compre­ 
hensively written as to how and 
where the money is to be spent. 


It has been said that Los An­ 
geles acquires 1,000 new resi­ 
dents a day. In a city whose 
population already seems social­ 
ly adrift, this figure could have 
disastrous 
consequences. 
The 
state may offer more swimming 
pools, more colleges, broader 
welfare policies and a gentler 
climate, but it’s a state with 
more problems, too. Problems 
involving taxes, housing, trans­ 
portation, clean water and air 
— in short, how to make life 
endurable in a state whose pop­ 
ulation goes up 50 per cent 
every 10 years. 
Disturbing as it is to old-fash­ 
ioned Easterners, in Los Ange­ 
les we are doubtless seeing the 
wave of the future. The society 
page tells of a hostess who be­ 
came so harried about seating 
500 dinner guests that she turn­ 
ed the whole thing over to a 
computer. After digesting brief 
biographies of each guest, the 
electronic brain assigned every­ 
body a number. 
Only one guest complained. 
He said he’d asked his hostess 
to ask the computer for a beau­ 
tiful blonde with no gift for con­ 
versation. He got the beautiful 
blonde, all right, but said she 
talked nonstop all evening.

The London Observer reports what it 
calls, with apparent good reason, a “ new 
and ludicrous phase of student lunacy” — 
a demand by students in India that they 
be allowed to cheat on tests. 
Some students reportedly have beaten 
up lecturers who called them down for 
using crib notes. Others have simply walk­ 
ed out of examinations, complaining that 
the questions were too difficult. 
Almost as often, observes the Observer, 
administrators have given in and a new 
set ot easier papers has been prepared and 
the examination held again. 
It seems a logical development. If stu­ 
dents ought to have the right to dictate 
how their courses are taught and to grade 
their teachers, as some of our own stu­ 
dents are demanding, it is only fair that 
students be allowed to decide what ques­ 
tions they shall be asked. 


Consequently Atlanta’s strong­ 
ly cohesive downtown leaders 
are pressing h e a v i I y on the 
black community not to put up 
a candidate of its own but to 
get behind another moderate of 
the Allen stripe.

For a basic fee 
of $7. a member receives a bracelet or neck­ 
lace in stainless steel and one medical prob­ 
lem engraving* Each emblem is registered 
and the serial number is engraved on the 
reverse side, as is the telephone number 
of the foundation’s central file at its head­ 
quarters in Turlock. 
The central file accepts, on a 24-hour 
basis, collect calls from physicians, hospi­ 
tals, law enforcement officers and other au­ 
thorized persons and relays additional in­ 
formation from the individual’s file.

Quoting the San Antonio League football coaches on the 
new rule which allows high school teams to go for two-point 
conversions. 
Esper Reiser, Claremont — “ The rule has its advantages 
and disadvantages. The advantages are that it will probably 
erase quite a few ties and it will help make the game more 
exciting. The big disadvantage 
is that it will minimize t h e 
role of the place-kicker. I like 
to kick PATs” 
Garry Norvell, Ganesha — 
I have no particular feeling 
on the rule as yet. I haven t 
discussed it with the rest of 
the staff. I wish they (the rules 
committee) would have ma d e 
the change last year. It would 
have helped us in a couple of 
games, since we ran for most 
of our extra points a n y w a y . 
This year we have a good place 
kicker. It’s not necessarily 
great rule.”

Pomona— 
“ The two-point conversion is a 
good rule, but to go along with 
it should be a rule to move the 
goal posts to the goal line.” (A 
motion to move the goal posts 
to the goal line was rejected 
by the rules committee.) 
Pat Bandy, Upland — “ I haven’t given much thought to it. 
It will change the complexion of the game, and it will eliminate 
some ties. 
No doubt the coaches are going to be forced to form 
a philosophy of going for a tie or going for a win.” 
Len George, Garey. — “ I like the rule. It’s a tie breaker. 
It will force the coach to come up with a three-yard game. It 
also will be exciting to see what the coaches come up with in 
goal line defenses. I ’ll go for the two points.” 
Verl Lilly white, Chino — “ I’ve always liked the rule. It’s a 
good rule. It will help the game by cutting out ties and giving 
a team a chance to come from behind.” 
Brent Carder, Bonita — “ I’m definitely in favor of it. I 
think the rule gives a team more opportunity to score, and it 
makes the game more exciting for the spectators. No, I don’t 
think it will minimize the importance of the place kicker.” 
John Whitham, Montclair 
— “ I’ll go for the two points 
most of the time. The 
rule will give a team which is behind a 
chance to catch up. It wlil also mean more pressure on the 
coaches. 
Other rule changes adopted by the National Alliance Foot­ 
ball rules committee were (1) a 15-yard penalty for intention­ 
ally throwing or kicking the ball out of the playing area after 
a touchdown; (2) a warning no olnger will be given to a player 
not wearing the required equipment. If an infraction is discov­ 
ered, it will result in a 15-yard penalty; (3) a coach now may 
call to the officials through a player if he thinks there has been 
a misapplication or misinterpretation of the rules. If a mistake 
is discovered, it shall be corrected and the time-out will be con­ 
sidered an official’s time out. If there is no error, the team will 
be charged for the time out. 
Two rules will become mandatory in 1971. They are (1) that 
goal posts be 23 feet, four inches apart; and (2) that shoe 
cleats be no longer than a half an inch.

Only 40 and still capable of 
shooting baskets from all an­ 
gles, Cousy said he is leaving 
BC to devote more time to his 
boys’ camp in New Hampshire 
and to his various business en­ 
terprises, most in public rela­ 
tions work. 


“ I have truly enjoyed my ten 
ure at Boston College during the 
past six years,” Cooz said. ‘‘My 
only regret is that I must 
discontinue my close contact 
with the fine gpup of young 
men on our team.”
